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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 

1 . Receipt is acknowledged of the Amendment filed September 17, 2004. The 
Amendment includes amended claims 1, 2, 5, 1 1, 12, 28, and 29. The examiner agrees 
with the applicant's comments of the objection to claims 26, 27, 38, and 38. In view of 
the applicant's remarks and amendments, the claim objections discussed in the previous 
office action is withdrawn. 

Drawings 

2. Figures 1 and 2 should be designated by a legend such as -Prior Art- because 
only that which is old is illustrated. The examiner has noted that pages 2 and 35 of the 
Specification indicate that Figures 1 and 2 are prior arts. See MPEP § 608.02(g). 
Corrected drawings in compliance with 37 CFR 1 . 121(d) are required in reply to the 
Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. The replacement sheet(s) should 
be labeled "Replacement Sheet" in the page header (as per 37 CFR 1 .121(d)) so as not to 
obstruct any portion of the drawing figures. If the changes are not accepted by the 
examiner, the applicant will be notified and informed of any required corrective action in 
the next Office action.

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1-41 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the closest 
prior art of record, Ooshima et al. (US 6,267,296) taken alone or in combination of other 
references, does not teach or fairly suggest the claimed two-dimensional code reading 
apparatus wherein processing for determining a version of a two-dimensional code which 
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defines a number of cells constituting the two-dimensional code is conducted based upon 
detected finder patterns. Ooshima uses a format code a format code to determine a 
version rather than the detected finder patterns as recited in claims 1 and 28. 
Accordingly, one of ordinary skill in the art would not have been motivated to modify 
teachings of prior art to meet the claimed limitations as set forth in the present claimed 
invention. 

After further search and thorough examination of the present application and in 
view of the Applicants arguments and amendments, claims 1-41 are found to be in 
condition for allowance over the prior art made of record.
